JOBLESS SUBMIT 
12 DEMANDS TO 


LONDON COUMSHA, 


eee of  Maccliors Ask 
for Coal, Milk, Shoes and 
Cut in Rents.

LONDON, Oct. 24.—Representa- 


tives of several thousand unem- 
ployed men and women who are 
marching on London from various 
sections of the country today sub- 
mitted 12 demands to the London 
County Council for extension of 
aid to the jobless. 

They want the city to provide 
100 pounds of coal a week to each 
unemployed family. They want a 
pint of grade A milk each day for 
each child of unemployed parents, 
free boots and shoes on demand for 
all unemployed and their depend- 
ents, and a 25 per cent reduction in 
the rent of all houses. They also 
demanded that accommodations be 
provided for their comrades march- 
ing toward the city. 

The Councilmen saw five mem- 
bers of the delegation. A score or 
so of others gathered in the rain in 
a nearby subway station. Police 
reinforcements, stationed all about 
the County Hall, cleared the station 
and the entire neighborhood of al! 
loiterers later on. 

A representative of the County 
Council said there was not the 
slightest chance that the demands 
would be granted. A member of 
the delegation said, as he was leav- 
ing, We didn't get a thing.”

Bodies of Three Found in Home at 
Huntington, W. Va.; Youth 
Locked Self In.

HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Oct. 24. 
—Samuel W. Patterson, a wealthy 
coal operator, and his wife and son. 
Thomas, 27 years old, were found 
dead in their home today. A Coro- 
ner’s jury decided the youth shot 
his mother and father and then 
slashed his wrists. 

Police, called by servants to the 
home broke into Thomas’ room. 

The youth had locked himself in 
after slaying his parents. 

The walls of the son's room had 
bden chopped, apparently with two 
axes found on the floor. A note, 
6nly a part of which was intelligi- 
ble, was found in the room near 
his body. 

Physicians said the young man. a 
university graduate, had been un- 
der treatment recently for a men- 
tal distorder.

DR. EL AOENIG, 
DENTIST, Alls 
HINSELF IN HOME 


Body Found in in W 
Bullet Wound in Head — 
Coroner Returns Verdict 
ef Suicide. 


Dr. Ernest L. Koenig, a dentist, 
shot himself in the bathroom of 
his home at 211 Hawthorne avenue, 
Webster Groves, about 7 o'clock 
this morning, and died at St. Mary's 
Hospital two hours later. 

His wife heard the shot and sum- 
moned Dr. Koenig’s brother, C. 
William Koenig, who lives next 
door, at 219 Hawthorne avenue. 
He found the dentist, clad in his 
night clothing, unconscious on the 
floor of the bathroom. 

There was a bullet wound in hir 
right temple, and on the wash 
stand was 4a .38-caliber revolver 
which which one shot had been 
fired. 

A Coroner's verdict of suicide 
was returned at the inquest in Ov- 
erland. William Koenig told of 
finding the body and testified he 
knew no reason for his brother's 
act. Dr. Koenig suffered from 
nervousness, he said, but otherwise 
was in good health and had no fi- 
nancial troubles. 

Dr. Koenig was 52 years old. He 
had an office at 2621 South Jeffer- 
son avenue. 

A brother of the dentist, Dr. 
George Koenig, a physician, shot 
and killed himself last Nov. 7 in his 
office at 740 South Fourth street. 
He left a. note relating that insom- 
nia and financial reverses caused 
his act. 4

ATTEMPT TO GET 
DELAY ALSO FAILS 


Another Effort to Be Made 


by Attorney in State to 
Keep Defendants Out of 
Prison.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. — The 
Supreme Court today refused to 
review an appeal by Former United 
States Senator Luke Lea, Nash- 
ville (Tenn.) publisher, his son, 
Luke Jr., and Wallace B. 
Davis, former Asheville (N. C.) 
banker, from their conviction in 
North Carolina courts on charges 
of conspiring to misapply bank 
funds. The action in effect up- 
holds the lower court’s action. 

An attempt by the three defend- 

ants to have action on their appeal 
postponed until they could file an 
appeal from the refusal of the 
North Carolina courts to grant 
them a new trial also failed. 
The Leas and Davis were con- 
victed on a charge of conspiracy to 
misapply the funds of the Central 
Bank & Trust Co. of Asheville. 

Penitentiary sentences against 
the Leas and Davis were affirmed 
by the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina on June 15. The elder 
Lea was sentenced to 6 to 10 years, 
Davis to 4 to 8 and Léa Jr. to 2 to 
4 years. The younger Lea’s sen- 
tence was

Cox said the stay would be asked 
on the basis of an order he has 
from the Chief Justice of the 
United States granting him until 
Nov. 3 to prepare an appeal from 
the State Supreme Court’s ruling 
last week in docketing and dis- 
missing a second appeal of Lea, 
Wallace B. Davis, former Asheville 
banker, and Luke Lea Jr., who 
were jointly convicted of conspir- 
acy. 

The request to the United States 
tribunal will ask that court to re- 
view the State court's finding that 
the defendants’ second appeal was 
without merit. It was based on 
grounds of newly discovered evi- 
dence and alleged tampering with 
jurors.

A man about 50 years olds waded 
into the Mississippi River at the 
foot of Mound street this afternoon 
and was drowned.

Window to Escape. 


DOG COMPANION

Man and Wife Started Out 


Separated —Had Planned 
Golden Wedding. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Ennis, 68 years 
old, was burned to death early to- 
day when fire destroyed the four- 
room frame cottage near the Olive 
street road village of Creve Coeur, 
in which she and her hus- 
band lived. Her husband, John 
Ennis, 68-year-old farmer. was 
badly burned and is in a serious 


condition. 
Dead beside Mrs. Ennis when her 
body was found was her beagle 


constant companion since she ob- 
tained the dog as a puppy nine 
years ago. 

Started Out Togethér. 

Zack Wilson, a son-in-law of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ennis, testified at the in- 
quest that Ennis had told him he 
and his wife, hand in hand, had 
tried to get out of the burning 
house. They became separated, he 
said, when Ennis released her 
hand at a window. Just as he 
jumped through, the roof fell in 
the kitchen. 

A dress which Mrs. Ennis had 
worn was found on a post a few 
feet from a door in the bedroom 
and the bed had been pushed 
away from its usual position 
so that the door could be opened. 
These circumstances led Wilson to 
wonder whether Mrs. Ennis had 


the 
for her husband. 

Two daughters of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ennis and their husbands had vis- 
ited at the house yesterday and had 
discussed plans for celeprating their 
parents’ golden wedding anniver- 
sary Dec. 5. They had left early 
in the evening and at 9 o’clock the 
Ennises retired. Mrs. Ennis, as 
was her custom, left a kerosene 
lamp burning in the kitchen, and 
this is thought to have caused the 
fire. 

Awakened by Barking. — 

About 1:30 o’clock this morning 
Wilson, who lives a few hundred 
yards east of the Ennis home, 
which was on Dartell road west of 
Olive Streét road, was awakened by 
the frantic barking of his terrier, 
“Skippy.” He called to the dog to 
quiet him, but the barking contin- 
ued, and Wilson arose, looked out 
the window and saw the Ennis 
house ablaze. 

Wilson awakened his wife and 
dressing hurriedly ran to the burn- 
ing house. He got there just after 
his father-in-law jumped through 
the window and into the arms of a 
neighbor, Robert Fahr. The lat- 
ter had broken out part of the win- 
dow, but there was glass in about 
half of it when Ennis came 
through and he was cut. 

The fire had progressed to such 
extent that no thought was given to 
summoning the volunteer fire de- 
partment at Creve Coeur, several 
miles away. As soon as Wilson and 
Fahr were able to enter the ruins 
ot the house they found the body ot 
Mrs. Ennis, lying on a bed in a 
rear room. 

The body of Mrs. Ennis was re- 
moved to Baumann’s undertaking 
establishment at Overland. En- 
nis was placed under the care of 
a doctor at the Wilson’ home. 
The Wilsons and Mr. and Mrs. 
James H. Peters, 1426 Chambers 
street, another son-in-law and 
daughter, had spent yesterday at 
the Ennis home. Surviving also 
are a daughter, Mrs. Anna Hayes, 
4123 North Broadway, and two 
sons, Charles and John Ennis, who 
live in Baden.

Object of an all-night hunt, the 
kidnaped girl early today emerged 
from the wood near the Baltusrol 
Golf Club and knocked on the door 
of a farmer, George Moschutz, a 
farmer hand, Eugene Murphy, 
heard her story and immediately 
drove her to Springfield police 
headquarters. 

The girl's throat had been slight- 
ly cut and her body badly scratch- 
ed and bruised. She was in a hys- 
terical condition and at first was 
unable to speak coherently. 

Later on Newark police arrested 
Sam Morris, a neighbor of the 
Kleinhandlers, at his home, for 
questioning. When the girl was 
brought to police headquarters she 


saw him and said: Ah, that’s Sam. 
He didn’t take me away.” Later 
she identified Morris as the man 
who had lured her te the woods 
and attempted to attack her. She 
said she had feared Morris would 
harm her if she identified him.

The swindle was operated by ob- 
taining, in some undetermined 
manner, the privately printed firm 
checks of the Waltke Investment 
and by forging to them the 
ame of Louis H. Waltke, prost- 
dent. The checks, made payable 
to Simon, were deposited by him in 
an account in the Grand National 
Bank against which he made wih- 
drawals of cash. 

In all, he deposited three checks 
which were honored before Waltke, 


cashing a check against his own 


account in the Mercantile-Com- 
merce Bank and Trust Co., discov- 
ered last Thursday that it had been 
depleted by the forgeries. 


Details of Checks. 

Against the Mercantile-Com- 
merce account of the Waltke firm 
the swindler deposited checks in 
the Grand National account of 
$7440 and $6826, a total of $14,266. 
Against another Waltke account in 
the First National Bank he drew a 
forged check for $5937 so that the 
total of fraudulent checks against 
both banks was $20,203. 


The swindler still has left in his 
account, in the Grand National 
Bank a total of $1129, which the 
Mercantile-Commerce has im- 
pounded, so that the net loss is 
$19,071. The banks are insured 
against loss by fraud bonds. The 
Grand National suffered no loss, 
since the forged checks went 
through the Clearing House and 


were credited to the Simon ac- 


count before they were discovered 
to be forgeries. 
A fourth check for $8943 against 


‘the First National was detected by 


officials at the Grand National 
near the close of the swindle, and 
was hot honored.

appraisal of his receptions in vari- 
ous parts of the country convinced 
him he would be elected and as- 
serted we as Americans, seeking 
the aid of Republicans as well, are 
going to do the best we can to re- 
store prosperity to the American 
people.” 

„We had a great trip,” Gov. 
Roosevelt said, “a trip which 
thrilled-me and got me into touch 
with the problems of the farmer, 
factory worker, the banks and the 
people of all parts of the nation, 

“From what I have seen—and I 
have been making campaigns, and 
am not usually deceived by mere 
chéers—what I am confident of is 
that it all means that the people 
of the country want to have a 
progressive government in Wash- 
ington for the next four years, and 
as a result on next March 4 the 
Democratic party will replace the 
present Republican leadership.” 

Previously the Governor parad- 
ed through Atlanta streets to re- 
ceive a great ovation. Schools re- 
cessed and business came to à 
standstill in the downtown section 
as thousands crowded into the 
streets to wave flags or toss con- 
fetti as the nominee passed. 

Before the parade, the Govern- 
or’s party in a long procession of 
automobiles swept through outly- 
ing districts to visit the city’s 
schools. Everywhere smiling. 
shouting school children lined up 
in solid ranks at the curb,to wave 
as the Governor passed. e doffed 
his hat, smiling and bowihg. 

A 6-year-old boy astride a shag- 
gy pony who rode 210 miles to 
greet Gov. Roosevelt led the pa- 
rade. 

Last Friday he and the pony set 
out from his home at Chula, Ga., 
accompanied by a Negro servant of 
the family. They arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday and his father joined him 
here.

Drive for Warm Springs Fund. 

Gov. Roosevelt is planning a 
campaign which he hopes will in- 
crease the patients’ aid fund at the 
Warm Springs Foundation from 
$20,000 to $50,000. The founda- 
tion was established by Gov. Roose- 
velt for the treatment of victims of 
infantile pa¥alysis. So many per- 
sons are applying for treatment at 
the foundation, who are not finan- 
cially able to bear the expense, that 
Gov. Roosevelt has determined to 
back a nation-wide drive to raise 
additional funds. The campaign 
will be begun immediately after 
election, and the Governor said 
that “all our friends will be asked 
to chip in.” 

Tentative plans for the Warm 
Springs campaign were discussed 
by Gov. Roosevelt and several oth- 
er trustees at a meeting yesterday. 
Following the meeting, the Gover- [ 
nor said: 

“The principal object of the 
meeting was to take up the ques- 
tion of the large increase of people 
who come to Warm Springs and 
who are not able to pay the actual 
cost of board and treatment, which 
is $42 a week. 

“We have found that because of 
the depression there are a great 
many who are not financially able 
to bear this expense, which, by the 
way, is a great deal lower than is 
charged in most hospitals. 

“The trustees would like to in- 
crease the patients“ ald fund, which | 
this year will run about $20,000 to 
$50,000.

Attacked in Joliet, Ill., Sub- 
way Saves $15,000 Pack- 
et—Companion Shoots 
at Assailants. 


JOLIET, III., Oct. 24.—Albert M. 
Bourgo, Assistant Postmaster, was 
severely beaten by two robbers who 
attempted unsuccessfuly to wrest 
$15,000 in postal receipts from him 
as he was on the way to a bank to 
deposit the money this afternoon. 
The men fled after Edward Mar- 
tin, pogtoffice bookkeeper, who ac- 
companied Bourgo, fired three 
shots at them, 

The attack occurred in a subway 
under the Alton railroad tracks in 
downtown Joliet. 

Bourgo carried the currency,, 
wrapped in newspapers, under his 
arm. The assailants’ automobile 
apparently had been parked at one 
end of the subway.

When William Miller, 24-year- 
old former convict, repeated his 
holdup visit to the Commonwealth 
Loan Co., in the Murphy Build- 
ing, East St. Louis, today, his for- 
mer victim recognized him and 
called for aid which led to the 
robber’s arrest. 

James T. Crow Jr., manager of 
the loan company, and William 
Sheppard, his assistant, were in 
the office when the man entered.

Druids’ Hall, Old Landmark 
And Meeting Place, Passes 


Building Razed to Make Way for Market 
Street Widening—Once Center 
of Night Life. 


The last formality in the passing 
of old Druids’ Hall—long a favor- 
ite downtown meeting place and a 
rendezvous of the dance raggers“ 
of 25 and 30 years ago—took place 
yesterday when the cornerstone 
was opened to disclose documents 
preserved for 56 ycars. 

The bottle discussed in antici- 
patory whispers as members of tne 
order gathered about the copper 
receptacle in their current meeting 
place, 1503 South Jefferson ave- 
nue, was represented, in dry fact, 
only by the business cards of a few 
saloon-keepers. With them were 
other cards, records in German and 
English of the order since its local 
organization in 1848, three street 
car tickets and St. Louis newspa- 
pers of 1876, German and English. 

Razing of the old hall at the 
southeast corner of Ninth and 
Market streets, to make way for 
the widening of Market street, a 
bond issue project, was completed 
last week. All that remained of 
the structure was the copper box 
and its musty documents. 


Center of Night Life. 

For years after its compretion in 
1877—under leadership of Henry 
Ziegenhein, former Mayor, made 
famous by his excuse for poor 
street lights, “We got a moon yet” 
the $60,000 structure was a focal 
point of St. Louis night life. It be- 
came the most popular dance hall 
of the “raggers,” the lounge liz- 
ards of a few decades ago. 

The raggers affected a dress as 
individualized as the bell- bottom 
trousers and sideburns of the Val- 
entino era, and they took pride in 
a jargon as esoteric as any campus 
or dance hall lingo of today. And 
any ragger was likely also to be 
a cyclist, in the days when daring 
girls might be persuaded to ride 
tandem. 

The Eugene Field Legend. 

The prominence of the old hall as 
a meeting place caused it to figure 
in a perennial pressroom legend, 
still told about Eugene Field, al- 
though William Marion Reedy 
sometimes told it of himself, and 
sometimes varied the place to the 
Coliseum, which was larger. 

As the story goes, Eugene Field, 
becoming famous and learning to 
cross his figure 7s after the Con- 


tinental style, still had not become 


wealthy. Chicago, he thought, of- 
fered wider opportunity. But he 
knew his creditors would not will- 
ingly let him get out of town. 80 
he called a creditors’ meeting for 
the Four Courts pressroom. The 
meeting overflowed te Druid’s Hall, 
where Field pleaded so eloquently 
that his creditors not only agreed to 
let him get out of town, but “in- 
vested in his genius” to the extent 
of financing his trip to Chicago. 

When the cornerstone was 
opened yesterday, William Berg. 
grand secretary, found a notice of 
the cornerstone laying Sept. 17. 
1876, followed by a “march with 
banners and music to Uhrig's Cave, 
where a continuance of the celebra- 
tion and our annual festival will 
be had.” The notice was signed by 
his father, Nicholas Berg, the grand 
secretary of that day. 


Editorial on Thomas Huxley. 

The documents discussed a pdit- 
ical campaign, bankruptcies and 
unemployment in a strikingly up- 
to-date fashion. Not so modern 
were the advertisements on page 
one of the Globe-Democrat and St. 
Louis Republican, or the “leader” 
editorial in the Republican, on an 
address on education by Thomas 
Huxley at “the Nashville, Tenn., 
High School.“ 

Gratifyingly ‘behind the times, 
was a dispatch on yellow fever in 
Baltimore, with reports of 15 cases, 
three deaths, a denial by the May- 
or and the scattering of six cart- 
loads of chloride of lime on streets 
near the waterfront. 

And gratifying or not, there was 
nothing modern in such business 
cards as Fred Doering, Staple and 
Fancy Groceries. Also a Saloon, 
Wines, Liquors, etc.” On the re- 
verse side was penciled, “I am a 
lively boy only 46 years of age.”

JOLO, P. I., Oct. 24.—Eight 
women and six children were 
among 32 Moros killed in the re- 
cent attack of the constabulary on 
outlaws who had taken refuge in 
the village of Tayungan. The police 
attacked after their negotiations 
for the removal of the women and 
children had failed. 

The deaths were disclosed when 
fighting was suspended for two 


days to permit officers to bury 
slain Moros. ‘ 

The women and children refused 
to leave their men, despite parleys 
in which two native Princesses par- 
ticlpated for the removal of non- 
combatants before the attack on 
the fortified village. The six chil- 
dren were all in one house. 

Constabulary officers said the 
Moros apparently delayed burying 
their dead because they expected 
to be killed themselves. 

The attacks on the village, from 
which the Moros have been routed, 
were the result of an ambush of a 
constabulary detachment Oct. 9, in 
which 10 native police were slain. 
The casualties since fighting began 
have reached more than 80, includ- 
ing 14 constabularymen. 


INQUEST M DEATH OF WOMAN 


Verdict of Natural Causes Despite 
Injury in Ambulance Crash. 

The death of Mrs. Maggie Mc- 
Ghee, 56 years old, at City Hospital 
Saturday was held to be of natural 
causes in a Coroner’s verdict today. 
An autopsy showed she died of 
heart disease, despite the conten. 
tion of relatives that her death was 
due to injuries suffered when an 
ambulance upset in a street acci- 
dent.

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CHURCH TOPREAGH

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Bishop 
William T. Manning helped force 
an entrance to All Souls’ Protestant 
Episcopal Church, which had been 
closed to its rector, and delivered 
a sermon yesterday “eclaring it the 


“plain duty” of the church “‘to min- 
ister to the people of the communi- 
ty, white and colored alike.” 

Despite the statement of some of 
the vestrymen that anyone who at- 
tempted to enter the church might 
be arrested for trespass, Bishop 
Manning appeared at the appointed 
time, ordered a locksmith to pry 
off locks and force open doors, and 
assisted the Rev. Rollin Dodd, 
pastor, in holding services amid 
scaffolding, shavings and plaster- 
er’s canvas. 

The church had beep closed by 
the vestrymen and the rector de- 
prived of his keys. The Rev. Mr. 
Dodd-said the action was taken be- 
cause he refused to hold separate 
services for Negroes and whites, 
The majority of the vestrymen said 
it was because of the necessity of 
repairs to the church. 

Police Stand Guard. 
Bishop Manning declared in his 
sermon that the action of the ves- 
trymen was “apparently with the 
purpose of preventing the rector 
from continuing inis policy of ad- 
mitting colored people to the serv- 
ices.” a — 

„This action,” he said, is not 
only uncanonical and illegal, it is 
contrary to the central principles 
of our religion.” 

The sermon was delivered under 
strange circumstances. A Police 
Sergeant and 10 patrolmen stood 
outside. Bishop Manning, the rec- 
tor and the locksmith had made a 
tour of the church, unlocking or 
forcing open doors and inspecting 
the building which the vestrymen 
had said was dangerous.“

She regained full 
consciousness after periods of 
coma to which she has been sub- 
ject since last Saturday night when 
she was found following an at- 
tempt to end her life over the 
bodies of her children.

Mrs. Carrell, 29 years old, has 
been under arrest and constant 
guard since Saturday. State's At- 
torney C., M. Heinlein said murder 
charges “no doubt would be placed 
against her soon.” Authorities 
said they feared another suicide at- 
tempt. 

Questioned About Love Affair. 

Her sisters, Mrs. Carnie Davis 
and Miss Berna Steed of Chicago 
are staying with Mrs. Carrell’s 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Nora Carrell, 
in Charleston. 

The questioned their sister con- 
cerning a love affair she had re- 
cently. Mrs. Carrell told them, 
and reiterated in a statement to 
the Coroner, that she had an af- 
fair with a man who gave her a 
fictitious name but she broke it 
off when she discovered the 
“trick.” He called on her in Chi- 
cago last mnth, she said, but the 
fact had nothing to do with her 
despondency. 

The mother-in-law of the young 
widow said she had told of losing 
$3500 of life insurance money lett 
by her husband when he died in 
1927, after investing it in utilities 
of the Insull group. 

Wrote of Love for Children. 

The young Mrs. Carrell previous- 
ly had tol dthe Coroner she killed 
the children because she 
job, lost her husband’s life insur- 
ance money, and had no one to 
depend on.“ 

The State’s Attorney made pub- 
lic a letter written by Mrs. Carrell 
to her mother-in-law several days 
ago. It told of her love of her 
children. 

“They have never been a burden 
to anyone and I don’t want them to 
be,” it said. “It is so hard for a 
woman with children to manage 
alone. My life has been an uphill 
struggle since my husband died.” 

According to Miss Berna Steed, 
Mrs. Carrell was not in dire need, 
but feared that she would be un- 
able to care for her children over 
the winter.

5-DAY WEEK ADOPTED 
BY ST: LOUIS BARBERS 


Guaranteed Pay Is Cut While 
Commissions on Business 
Are Increased. 

A reduction of $5 a week, to $20, 
in the wages of union barbers, and 
a change from a six-day to a five- 
day week were agreed on at a mass 
meeting of shop owners and jour 
neymen yesterday. 

While agreeing to reduce their 
guaranteed income in order to help 
out employers, who have com- 
plained of the effects of the busi- 
ness depression, the journeymen 
obtained an increase in commis- 
sions. Previously the commission 
was 65 cents on the dollar on all 
receipts over $35 a week. Under 
the new arrangement journeymen 
will receive 70 per cent on receipts 
over $28 a week. 

It was also decided that those 
shop owners desiring to do so could 
reduce the price of children’s hair- 
cuts to 25 cents in an effort to 
stimulate business. 

There are 623 men in the union, 
Local 102, employed in about 400 
barbershops. Less than 150 jour- 
neymen have been employed every 
day, according to Jerry Hanks, un-

Bureau of Municipal Re- 

search Estimates Worker 
Earning $1800 Will Pay 
$48 in Party Contribu- 
tions. 


Political assessments on City 
Hall employes are declared, in a 
bulletin just issued by the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, to be hard 
ly different in principle from the 
organized ‘racxets’ which invaded 
private business.” 

The Bureau estimates that a 
city employe earning $1800 a year 
will be assesssed $48 for political 
contributions this year. It does 
not state which party carries on 


this practice, but the Republican | 


party, controlling practically all 
city offices, is the only party in a 
position to do so, The contributions 
are nominally voluntary, as the 
levying of assessments on employes 
in the classified service is prohibit- 
ed by the City Charter. The 
Bureau's bulletin says: 

“The annual round-wp of city 
employes is under way for the 
purpose of extracting “voluntary 
contributions” of some $138,000 from 
them, which will go into the party 
treasury. The usual contribution 
of five per cent of one month’s sal- 
ary will be requested in most de- 
partments from those of employes 
getting less than $150 per month, 
and 10 per cent or more of a 
month's salary from those whose 
salaries are higher. This year 
special effort is being made to 
get considerably higher percent- 
ages than in the t from those 
in the higher salary class ranges. 

Another Levy Next Spring. 

“City employes in 1932-33 are 
especially subject to the extrac- 
tion of political tribute, since both 
the presidential election and the 
city electons will be held during 
the year, Next spring, if tradition 
is. followed, the same ‘voluntary 
contributions’ will be levied. In 
addition to the election ‘donations,’ 
most city employes are required 
to belong to their ward political 
club, membership dues of which 
are one per cent of each month’s 
salary. These “contributions” 
amount fo more than 2.6 per cent 
of the city employe’s annual salary, 
$48 in the case of a salary of 
$1800 per year. 

“The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search again calls attention to the 
fact that direct or indirect solici- 
tation of ‘any assessment or contri- 
bution for any political party from 
any person in the classified serv- 
ice’ is a violation of the City Char- 
ter and punishable by a fine and 
imprisonment. Needless to say, no 
one has ever been prosecuted under 
this section. 

“In the last analysis, the levying 
of political assessments on govern- 
mental employes seems hardly dif- 
ferent in principle from the organ- 
ized ‘rackets’ which have invaded 
private business. The «acketeers 
levy a regular tribute upon small 
tradesmen in order that their busi- 
ness may be ‘protected.’ The party 
powers levy regular political trib- 
ute upon city employes in order 
that the employes’ jobs may be 
protected. Both are vicious prac- 
tices and can only be eradicated by 
the organization of the victims of 
the system, including the public, 
which finally pays the bill. 

“Supposedly, city employes ip 
the classified service, numbering 
over 7500, are chosen entirely on a 
merit basis, without regard to their 
political affiliations. The payment 
of political tribute of necessity 
makes the city employe a cog in 
the political machine, with his job 
dependent upon the success and 
favor of the party. The public 
finally pays the bill for ‘voluntary 
contributions,’ and so helps to per- 
petuate the spoils system. 

Non-Partisan City Baliot Urged. 

What are some of the prerequi- 


| sites to ridding St. Louis of political 


assessments? Probably the first is 
the abolition of the partisan ballot 
for city elections. It is absurd to 
elect city officials on the basis of 
national party labels. There is no 
Republican or Democratic way of 
paving a street, collecting taxes or 
putting out a fire. The second is 
the appointment of city employes 
purely on a merit basis, free from 
any political considerations. A third 
prerequisite is enforcement of the 
Charter provision against political 
assessments, together with the en- 
actment of a ban on city employes 
taking part in any political. cam- 
paign. 

“That these things are not a Uto- 
pian dream is shown by the fact 
that Cincinnati and certain other 
cities have put them into effect. 
Cincinnati has a non-partisan bal- 
lot, a civil service commission 
which picks applicants for city jobs 
only upon their demonstrated fit- 
ness and a policy of dismissal of 
any city employe who contributes 
to political funds or takes part in 
any election, local, State or nation- 
al. Such conditions are possible in 
St. Louis if an organized and vigi- 
= public opinion makes itself 
elt.”

TELLS HOW SOCIALISTS 
WOULD ASSIST JOBLESS 


Norman Thomas Says Unem- 
ployed Would Be Put to 
Work in Idle Factories. 


By the Associsted Press. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 24.—Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist presidential 
candidate, in an address here, pre- 
sented the proposals of his party 
for immediate and permanent un- 
employment “repeal.” 

He said the Socialists would de- 
clare war on unemployment and 
mobilize all our forces for it;“ 
would “immediately organize 
work;” would “take over by co- 
operation of states and the Federal 
Government idle factories and put 
the unemployed to producing for 
themselves and for exchange among 
themselves, not for sale would 
“make mandatory the five-day week 
and six-hour day; would set up 
uremployment insurance “not as a 
substitute. for work, but a supple- 
ment to it;“ and in addition to 
these would abolish child labor and 
provide free public employment ex- 
changes and old age assistance at 
60. 

He said a permanent cure is 
“planned production for use, not 
profit.” That, he said, is socialism. 

War on Exploitation. 

At the outset he said there is 
more to socialism than the repeal 
of unemployment. 

“There is in it the only hope of 

such management of our natural 
resources and great machinery that 
tere can be abundance for all, an 
end of exploitations of one class of 
another, and the final victory over 
war,” he added. 
“Nevertheless, when 13,000,000 
men and women are out of work 
in this ‘richest country in the world’ 
the repeal of unemployment be- 
comes our most urgent necessity 
and the manner of its accomplish- 
ment one of the greatest challenges 
to socialism. 

“The old parties try to ignore 
the issue,“ he said. “Mr. Hoover 
and the Republicans believe in 
doles to banks and business in the 
hope that some will slop over to 
the workers. What the Democrats 
believe—except that they want of- 
fice—is still far from clear.” 

Thomas came here from Fred- 
ericksburg on a rapid campaign 
swing through the Southeast. In 
Fredericksburg he discussed the 
agricultural plank in the Socialist 
party platform. 

Shifting of Taxes. 

He elaborated on the party’s plan 

for the reduction of tax burdens 


property to taxes on income, in- 
heritances,. excess profits; for in- 
creased Federal and state subsidies 
to road building. educational and 
social services for rural communi- 
ties; the creation of a Federal mar- 
keting agency for the purchase and 
marketing of agricultural products; 
the acquisition of bona fide co- 
operative societies and by govern- 
mental agencies of grain elevators, 
stockyards, packing houses and 
warehouses in the conduct of these 
services on a non-profit basis; the 
psocialization of Federal land banks 
pan the extension by these banks 
of long-term credit to farmers at 
low rates of interest: social insur- 
ance against losses due to adverse 
weather conditions, and the crea- 
tion of national, regional and state

Germany, Italy, France, Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Belgium—the 
leading industrial countries of Con- 
tinental Europe—are among those 
most actively interested in the re- 
duction of working hours to at 
most 44 or even 36 per week. Pre- 
mier Herriot of France, who heart- 
ily approves the reform, insists it 
must be international in scope and 
must become effective in at least 
competing countries at the same 
time.

South. Taking spiritual guidance 


from Bishop James Cannon Jr., his 
political views coincide in many re- 
spects with those of former Senator 
Tom Heflin, He has been 12 years 
in California, coming directly from 
Texas, where he says he defeated 
Joseph W. Bailey for the senator- 
ship and obtained the evidence on 
which Jim Ferguson was im- 
peached; he campaigned there in 
1928 for Hoover and takes tfedit 
for the result. Bob has never been 
accused of over-modesty. 

He got into this campaign prin- 
cipally because the Federal Radio 
Commission canceled the license 
of his radio station, KGEF, over 
whidh, in addition to church ser- 
vices, he used to broadcast what 
he called “civic hours.” These 
hours were given over to what Bob 
called the exposure of vice and cor- 
ruption. and what his opponents 
called the retailing of uninvestigat- 
ed rumor, scandal and gossip. In 
the Senate, Shuler says, he will ob- 
tain amendments to the radio law 
which will preserve “free speech.” 

People “Tell Him Things.“ 

One secret of Shuler’s power is 
that people tell him things. In his 
radio heyday he had one of the 
best organized unpaid private in- 
formation systems in existence any- 
where. Sometimes his information 
was valid and valuable, which ex- 
cused in the minds of many peo- 
ple the numerous times when Bob 
was found barking up the wrong 
tree. ,Shuler never cared where 
anything came from if he could 
make use of it. 

For example, his campaign liter- 
ature is headed with this quotation: 


I don’t agree with a word you say, 


but Inn defend with my life your 
right to say it.” There is no credit 
to the author, who, as most people 
know, was Voltaire, a man whose 
teachings are anathema to the 
Methodist Church South. 

Some of the things he broadcast 
brought him into sharp conflict 
with constituted authorities, and his 
record contains two convictions for 
contempt of court, one of which 
brought a 15-day jail sentence. He 
was twice tried for criminal libel 
and acquitted. His activity caused

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In Behalf of Old Age Pensions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

DESIRE to call the attention of your 
1 readers again to the old age pension 
Constitutional Amendment No. 1. to de 
voted on Nov. 8. This amendment was 
submitted by the General Assembly of 
1031 and reads as follows:

This amendment has been specifically 
indorsed by the Republican State plat- 
form, and indirectly so by the Democrat 
State platform, which indorsed the na- 
tional platform containing a similar 
plank. For 30 years or more a fight 
has been waged by humanitarian soci- 
eties and mémbers of the Legislature 
to submit this amendment to a vote of 
the people. 

The poorhouse conditions in Missouri 
are regarded as bad and costly. One lit- 
tle county on the poor farm system at 
this time spends $6000 a year for the 
upkeep of less than 20 persons, most 
of whom are over 70 years of age, and 
a small pension would Keep them off 
the county farm at much less expense. 
The upkeep of all poor now comes from 
property tax. This tax can be taken off 
property and so distributed that those 
who will finally be the recipients of the 
pensions when they grow old will pay 
their proportionate part during their 
earning period, thus paying a premium 
on an insurance policy against old age 
dependency. There are many old people 
confined in the State asylums, who are 
not really insane, but are sent there 
because the county has no means of car- 
ing for them, and they can be so kept 
cheaper than by doles. The county above 
referred to pays one-third of its total 
county revenue for the upkeep of insane 
patients. One-half of the patients could 
be removed from the asylums tt they 
could be taken care of by nominal pen- 
sions. One man in this county has been 
confined in the asylum since 1895—37 
years—the county paying for his upkeep, 
and he is not insane. Not 50 people 
in the county now ever heard his name. 

The census of 1920 shows there were 
only 109,671 people in Missou#i over 
the age of 70. The 1930 census does 
not group the people over 70, but the 
increase could not be material. Only 
8000 were colored and 11,000 foreign 
born. Feb. 1, 1932, there were 21,111 
in homes and institutions for care of 
adults. The total investment in Mis- 
sourt for county houses is $6,000,000. 
The upkeep is $241 per capita; counting 
the interest on the investment, it is $344 
per capita. Of this upkeep, $218 per 
capita comes direct from taxes. The to- 
tal payroll of the 81 State institutions 
is $264,917. Twenty-four of these in- 
stitutions have from one to 10 inmates, 
and the cost of support is $43,192, and 
$24,844 is expended on payroll. New 
York pays $326, Wisconsin $280 and 
California $276 in annual pensions to 
its dependents. 

There is no doubt there would be more 
placed on the pension roll than there 
are now inmates of the almshouses, but 
someone, or some institution of char- 
ity, must keep up these people anyway. 
The burden falls on someone, and the 
burden would be no heavier on the peo- 
ple of the State by having the pension 
system than it is now on the State, 
charitable institutions and charitable in- 
Gividuals who are supporting the same 
individuals.

We have had & great deal to say about the political 
situation in St. Louis. In this particular instance, 

said it with some effect. The politicians condone 
the nomination of Judge Park by Boss Pendergast 
with the blanket charge that all cities have political 
bosses. All cities do not have political bosses. We 
have time and again called attention to the case of 
Cincinnati, where the people tired of political bosses 
and took into their own hands the management of the 
city’s business. There are other cities where the 
same thing is done either part or all of the time. 
But only eternal vigilance serves to keep any city out 
ot the clutches of political bosses. The experience of 
Cleveland, wich broke away from boss control and 
then returned to it, illustrates how difficult it is to 
keep the bosses down.

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THE GATEWAY AMENDMENT. 

Iilinois voters will receive, Nov. 8, not only the 
general ballot, but also a proposal to make an im- 
portant and much-needed change in their State Con- 
stitution. It is the gateway amendment and it has 
been approved by the State Legislature as the means 
for lessening the present unfortunate rigidity in the 
State’s basic code. , 

Under the present State Constitution, which was 
adopted 62 years ago, the State Legislature can ask 
for only one change in the Constitution during a 
session. The effect of this restriction has been to 
prevent from time to time the adoption of desirable 
changes in the Constitution. It will be possible, if the 
amendment ig ratified, to offer to the voters proposi- 
tions to alter three articles of the Constitution, ap- 
proved during a single session of the Legislature. 

In recent years, sentiment has been strong for the 
adoption of an entirely new Constitution for Illinois. 
This movement reached its climax in the Constitu- 
tional’ Convention of 1920-22, whose work was subse 
quently rejected by the people. That defeat only made 
it more manifest that the amending clause needs re 
vision. If the State could not have an up-todate 
Constitution, then all the more reason for lessening 
tight restrictions against needed changes. An un- 
fortunate example of the Constitution's rigidity is the 
State Supreme Court’s ruling of last Saturday that 
Illinois cannot enforce a graduated income tax law 
until the Basic code is modified.

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REICHSTAG, HAVEN OF THE AGED. : 

The German Reichstag has for presiding officer at 
its opening session, by a curious rule, its oldest mem- 
ber. When it convened last month, the honor fell 
to Clara Zetkin, a Communist Deputy, who is 75 
years old. The Hitlerites, ambitious for anything 
in Germany that bears the semblance of authority, 
failed to produce an older member, and had to listen 
while Frau Zetkin held the rostrum.

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A TASK FOR THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Frequent charges in recent months that foreigners, 
are “dumping” in this country suggests another phase 
of the same problem that calls for investigation. 
This is the dumping abroad by American concerns. 

Dumping, as the term is used in the legislation of 
the United States and most foreign countries, is sell 
ing abroad at lower prices than in the home market. 
The electrical people complain bitterly of incandescent 
lamps sold in this country by the Japanese under the 
prices at which these same bulbs are sold in Japan. 
A representative of General Electric says 18,000,000 
such lamps were imported last month. Upon the 
same day, the American Institute of Steel Construc- 
tion was told that 240,000 American workmen were 
deprived of a week’s work last year by importation 
of foreign steel. 
In the past it has been notorious that certain Amer 
ican manufacturers have dumped continuously. Out- 
standing among these offenders was the United States 
Steel Corporation, even at a time when it was loud- 
ly demanding higher tariffs. In fact, there is @ very 
close relationship between tariffs and dumping, for 
high tariffs give producers the monopoly of the home 
market, permitting the maintenance of prices here 
while goods are disposed of at cut rates in foreign 
countries. Whatever opinions may be held on other 


one can defend tariff “protection” under such condi- 
tions. 

It seems certain that many tariff beneficiaries are 
now dumping abroad, although detailed and authori- 
tative information on this is not available. A know. 
edge of the facts would be of real value in the fram- 
ing of new tariff legislation. The Tariff Commis 
sion has been spending its time and the public’g mon- 
ey investigating the costs of production of “pipe or- 
gans for use where no admission is charged,” bicycle 
bells, tomato paste and “harvest hats costing less than 
$3 a dozen.” It could, however, perform a genuine 
service by making a thorough investigation into 
dumping, whether by foreigners sending their goods 
to us or by our own American tariff beneficiaries.

The Right“ of Conquest ON 


Nearly all nations have practiced conquest, though thinkers of the ages have opposed it; 
now governments have begun to follow moralists, as in Nine - Power and Kellogg 
pacts, Stimson note on Manchuria, backed by League Assembly, gives wide ap- 
proval to repudiations of this alleged right, but nations must hold positjon firmly. 


HE report of the League of Nations 
Commission of Inquiry in the Manchuri- 
an affair brings to the fore again 


the remarkable note of Jan. 7, 1932, of the 


United States Government to China and Ja- 
pan, in which it virtually refused to recog- 
nize the “right” of conquest. 

Of course, strictly speaking, there is no 
“right” of conquest, and no nation which 
has ever waged a war against a weaker na- 
tion with the resultant loss of territory to 
the latter is likely to admit that it waged 
a war ot conquest. Still, cOnquests have 
existed and do exist, no matter under what 
pretext made or under what title main- 
tained. There is scarcely a nation of mod- 
ern times which has not added to its terri- 
tory in some such more or less reprehen- 
sible fashion. 

Nevertheless, the idea that any nation 
may acquire territory from another nation 
without at least nominal compensation or 
formal consent of its former sovereign and 
the general approval of the world is grow- 
ing very unpopular. Not that the think- 
ers of the ages Rave not always decried 
conquest as a just cause of war. St. Augus- 
tine denied that conquest could de the 
proper end of war. Vitoria goes still far - 
ther when he says, “Extension of empire 
is not a just cause of war,” adding, as if it 
were a commonplace, “This is toe well 
known to require preof.” 

But now governments are beginning to 
follow the trail b A by the moralists. It 
is possible to point out a few landmarks. 
In January, 1916, a group of jurists of the 
21 American republics constitu the 
American Institute of Internati Law 
met at Washington and formulated a docu- 
ment entitled “Declaration of the Rights 
and Duties of Nations,” in which the sig- 
natories in their individual ca 
agreed that “every nation has the right to 
territory within defined boundaries” and 
that “every nation entitled to a right by the 
law of nations is entitled to have that right 
respected and protected by all other na- 
tions.” Of course, this was a private un- 
dertaking and therefore was not binding on 
the governments of the individuals signing.’

But at the same time, Germany 
must not ask for rearmament in 
any way as long as the disarma- 
ment conference endures. 

“Once the conference fails,” he 
added, “Germany cannot remain in 
the League of Nations.” 

He envisaged a four-Power con- 
ference with Great Britain, France, 
Germany and lItaly—as recently 
proposed by the British Govern- 
ment—as a possible solution to Eu- 
ropean troubles. 

Against Any Hegemony. 
“But we want no hegemony in 
Europe,” he added, without men- 
tioning any specific country as 
threatening domination of others. 
“We would be, against the estab- 
lishment of any hegemony, es- 
pecially if it creates a situation of 
obvious injustice. 

“The action of the Grand Coun- 
cil of Fascism aroused the interest 
of all countries,” hc continued, re- 
calling the council’s proposal last 
May to re-examine Italy’s status in 
the League of Nations. 

declare again we still will re- 
main in the league—especially now 
that it is extraordinarily ‘sick,’ we 
must not abandon it,” he said. 
The league is too universal, its ad- 
vice loses efficacy with distance. It 
may have benefited some Euro- 
pean regions, but in the Far East 
and South America its words re- 
main words without_sense, without 
significance.” 

“There have been efforts to dis- 
entangle the League from this too 
universal system,” he said.

Candidates for the position of 
presidential elector, who are the 
“forgotten men“ of most national 
campaigna, are trying to 
themselves remembered in 
year’s Democratic campaign in 
Missouri. 

One of the 15 Democratic elec- 
toral nominees, Floyd E. Jacobs of 
Kansas City, has organized his 
fellow-tandidates for party service 
in their sections of the State, and 
summoned them all to come to St. 
Louis last Friday and hear Gov. 
Roosevelt. Eleven of them took 
lunch together at Hotel Jefferson, 
and the four others arrived in time 
tor the night meeting. 

Candidates for elector are named 
at an early spring State convention, 
at which the delegates to the na- 
tional convention are selected. This 
convention was held by the Demo- 
crats in St. Louis last March. Their 
nimber, under the Constitution, is 
equal to the State’s coming repre- 
sentation in both houses of Con- 
gress, which is 13 Representatives 
and two Senators, or 15 in all. As 
there are no legal congressional dis- 
tricts at present, the Democrats 
used the 13-district bill, vetoed by 
Gov. Caulfield, as the basis of their 
electoral selections. 

The electoral group which car- 
ries the State will meet in Jeffer- 
son City, in January, and cast and 
certify its vote for President and 
Vice-President. Three certificates 
are signed by all the electors. One 
certificate is mailed to the Vice- 
President in Washington; another 
is sent to the nearest Federal Dis- 
trict Judge; and the third is car- 
ried to Washington by one of the 
electors, chosen by vote of the 
group as its official messenger. 
Amendment XII of the National 
Constitution provides for the cere- 
mony of receiving and counting 
the ballots thus delivered to the 
Vice-President in the presence of 
the Senate.

misfit for partner’s suit, and the 
length of your weak take-out suit 
seems to offer greater safety for 
a low contract, even though that 
contract be for two odd, as an al- 
ternative to a pass. In other words, 
you are so weak in primary values 
that you would pass but for the 
consideration that your uneven dis- 
tribution compensates for your 
weakness in face cards, and impds 
you to seek safety in bidding rath- 

er than passing. 

If your partner opens with 1 
Heart, and you hold a singleton or 
worthless doubleton in Hearts to- 
gether with 6 Clubs to the Queen, 
but without any other face card in 
the hand, look for a safer refuge by 
bidding 2 Clubs. Since you would 
also bid two Clubs on 5 Clubs to 
the A K J with an outside primary 
trick, but lacking normal support! 
for Hearts, it is evident that at 
this point your partner is com- 
pletely in the dark regarding tHe 
nature of your take-out. He is 
faced with a guess whether your 
bid was based on distribution with- 
out primary strength or on a hand 
with which you would have opened 
the bidding had he passed. 

Clarifying the Situation. 

The fog will not hover for long. 
Your next bid, in conjunction with 
whatever response he has made to 
your take-out, will clarify the sit- 
uation for him. He may then be 
able to take further action which 
will reveal your apparently pitiful 
misfit hand as the modest key to a 
game contract.

Advantages of Culture That 
We Owe Our Children. 


HAVE no intention of belittling 
musical talent, but I insist—and 
with emphasis—that beautiful 
speech is far higher evidence of 
culture than average piano play- 
ing. I would even say that much 
of the strumming that inflicts the 
ears of the 
iwellers in an av se sa 
erage block is ev- a 
idence of lack of 
the first inkling 
of the meaning of 
the word. This 
2riticism has 
nothing to do with 
the training of a 
musical child, vor, 
with teaching ap- 
oreciation of mu- 
sic — as Walter] 
Damrosch and 
Ernest Schelling, 
are doing by ra- 
dio, the former 
by means of loud EMILY POST 
speakers in public schools through-4 
out the United States. This in- 
struction is cultivating, in the 
highest sense. But even so, train- 
ing of ear and tongue in spoken 
sound comes first—except in the 
case of one child in a million who 
might become a Paderewski or a 
Kreisler. 

The advantage of teaching little 
children more than one language 
is that each has its own pace and 
rhythm, its so-called unpronounce- 
able sounds, so easily learned in 
childhood, so rarely mastered later 
on. Think of the advantage to a 
child who can pronounce such 
widely different sounds as our own 
harsh chopped English sushes, 
esses, our unpronounceable th’s, 
and then with equal ease, turn to 
the liquid outpouring of subtle vow- 
els and trilled r's of Italian or 
French. Even German, which is 
still more chopped than English, 
has many subtle sounds: Schoen, 
echt and mutterchen, and so oh! 

It is not merely that knowledge 
of languages gives us added delight 
when we travel abroad, but that 
each note added to the range of 
our pronunciation adds just that 
note more to the flexibility and 
beauty—in short, to the cultivation 
—of our English. Therefore, let 
us remember that the effortless 
beauty of speech depends almost 
entirely upon the early training of 
„ child at home, and of course I 
mean YOUR child. All the educa- 
tion of a lifetime can rarely—if 
ever—obliterate the evidence of 
lazy or careless pronunciation that 
has been allowed to become a habit 
in childhood. Therefore, don't let 
your child Jumble its syllables, leav- 
ing half of them out: “Wenja say 
yatolem?; Jogafy“: adding oth- 
ers: “Yi yam”; giving others the 
wrong sound or inflection: “Mu- 
ree, Evelun, automobile, raddio.“ 

Don't let a little child begin 
lazily to shut its mouth and whine 
and drawl. Make it open its throat 
and even exaggerate its enunciation 
slightly! Later on, when it copies 
the distorted pronunciation of a 
schoolmate—and children copy ev- 
ery sound they hear—check it at 
once. If necessary, make an exér- 
cise list of vowels or syllables and 
make the child practice it! (You 
will have to devise your own list). 
For example: If your chiid begins 
saying “ket” and you “het, and 
“merriage,” make it as and hat 
and marriage: m. a, d. a—marriage 
If it picks up “jast’” or “jehst,”’ 
make it say just, uh uh just; if it

A Useful Fear 


UTH climbed on her favorite 
R ancie's lap and confided to him: 

1 had the most fun last 
night. I woke up and I screamed 
because I was scared. And mother 
had to come and then she sang to 
me and told me stories. But each 
time when she thought I was 
asleep, I would get scared again 
and finally she just had to take me 
in bed with her. And I slept with 
her all night.

Undoubtedly it was fun and 
mother to whom the story was re- 
peated, thought that in this in- 
stance her sympathy certainly had 
been exploited. Yet the truth 
probably was not so simple.

As the weeks went on the fears 
themselves became less real, but 
the dependence upon mother’s 
nearness remained. A curious mix- 
ture of dependent love, of posses- 
siveness, and an enjoyment of a 
sense of power grew out of the sit- 
uation. This was something too 
good to give up—this being able, 
merely by screaming at night, to 
bring mother, solicitous and tender 
to one’s beside. j 

To be sure, there very likely was 
little conscious realization of these 
feelings at the time. The attitude 
of fear merely seemed to repeat it- 
self. The screams were still sin- 
cere, but they served a new uncon- 
scious purpose. Only later in the 
broad daylight could the child look 
at the whole incident as “fun.” 
The way to deal with fears that 
thus have become useful is to pay 
less and less attention to them. As 
the child experiences a decrease in 
satisfaction with the decrease in 
the attention he receives his fears“ 
tend to vanish. 


In other words, don't let 
it get into bad habits, which will 
all too easily become fixed. 


Traits of language remain indel- 
ible, like the stamp of the pot- 
ter on fresh clay. The priggish 
correctness, which characterizes 
later applied veneer, can never be 
mistaken by the knowing for that 
which is deep under the glaze. 
Never, in other words, affect a 
diction that is too pr-r-ee-cise, 
don't say “cul-ture,” don’t cut 
apart “at—all.”’ 


And now let us leave speech and 
turn to home training in charac- 
ter, which is even more important, 
excépt that character changes and 
develops as understanding grows.

Being 
granted full rights over his own 
things, he very soon learns the 
fairness of respecting the things 
which belong to others; also he 
learns the beauty of generosity. 


The next lesson is that of his 
responsibility toward his  obliga- 
tions. Rather freely translated, 
„Noblesse oblige“ means merely 
that the more things one has, the 
wider one's obligations. Teach 
him that his toys depend upon his 
care and protection. Carry this 
further by giving him a bird or a 
pet animal to care for. Teach him 
that he owes a duty to them be- 
cause of their trust in him, their 
dependence upon him: also teach 
him that kindness is but another 
word for courtesy. Give him ex- 
amples of the vulgarity of rude- 
ness. Teach him the obligation of

OASTS are too varied to at- 

tempt either a lesson on each 

Or a general approach to the 
entire classification. Thé carving 
of any is simple. 

The most radical difference from 
the equipmént and procedure used 
on other meats is in the carving 
knife. The blade for rib-roast 
measures approximately 15 inches. 
Proper handling of this implement 
should be mastered before it is 
brandished before a table full of 
guests. 

Two common roasts, rib-roast 
and pot roast, will come in for 
carving today. 

Before the host, seated at a ta- 
ble of eight or 10 guests is placed 
a richly-browned beef rib-roast, the 
meaty, or convex side up. Carving 
implementa, well-sharpened, are at 
the carver’s right. The roast may 
be presented at the far end of the 
table for a more adequate inspec- 
tion by guests if maid service is 
available, but this procedure is at 
the option of the host. With the 
soup finished he is ready to carve. 

Standing the portion on its end, 
the smaller part upwards, the host 
begins slicing from the top on a 
horizontal line, right to left, The 
piece stands with the meaty side 
to the right and slightly turned to- 
ward the carver. The bared ribs 
are to the left. All other bone 
and gristle, not firmly attached to 
ribs or backbone, have re- 
moved in the kitchen. 

As the carver slices the meat, 
he places the pieces on oné or in- 
dividual plates, according to his 
own wishes, It is logical that if 
many guests are present, time con- 
sumed in carving for all would

permit individual pieces to become 
cold. To stack separate slices in

one pile as they are removed from 
the main piece obviously would be 
better for a large gathering.

HE carver wishes to avoid any 
T awxwardness in getting a slice 

from. the top of his roast to 
the platter. He must therefore use 
caution in securing the slice with 
the fork, ahd see that it is Wel- 
balanced on the flat bladé of thé 
knife as it is carried downwafd to 
the plate. He may find it cénvefi«+ 
lent, with a little practice, to ae 
the slice over as he lays it on the 
plate rather than burying the carv- 
ing knife underneath, a predica- 
ment which endangers the decorum 
of his responsible position. 

When. bones are encountered in 
carving, the meat is closely 
stripped and the bone balanced 
with knife and fork for its own 
trip gracefully to the plate below. 
Successive rib bones are placed in 
a néat pile on the platter. 

The carving of pot roasts re. 
quires less attention to balance and 
more precision in slicing. With no 
bones to contend with and the 
piece lying conveniently on its 
side, the carver is rélieved of any 
stunts performed at the precari- 
ous elevation of the upper slices 
on the former roast, Furthermore, 
the carving blade is shorter.

“Seven-Year Rebirth” 


HERE is a widespread impres- 
sion that man is reborn every 


T seven years. 


This impression arises out of the 
common belief in the magical qual- 
ity of the number seven, coupled 
with the so-called biologie death 
and birth of body cells. 


bodies are reborn every seven 
years id erroneous. Some tells of 
the body have but a short life, and 
other cells of their kind are con- 
stantly reproduced to take the. 
place of those worn out. 


This is particularly the case. in 
skin cells and in the red blovud 
cells of the body. Other cells like 
those of the nervous system do not 
reproduce. . 

Still other cells do not ordinari- 
Ny undergo rapid degeneration, nor 
do they ordinarily reproduce their 
kind, except in response to injury. 

There is scientific evidence to 
show that smooth muscle cells, 
liver cells, gland cells and connec- 
tive tissue cells have the capacity 
to regenerate or reproduce their 
kind when the tissue has been lost 
or destroyed. 

The germ cells of the body, 

namely, the sexual cells, are at 
times spoken of as immortal. That, 
too, is essentially an erroneous 
idea, 
The adult male produces mit- 
lions and millions of sperms, the 
vast majority of which die. The fe- 
male ovaries contain thousands of 
female reproductive cells, the very 
largest number of which also are 
destined to die. 

Only a few of the cells may be 
said to survive. This survival is ac- 
complished through the fusion of 
the male and female cells to form 
a fertilized ovum from which de- 
velops a new human. 

From these fused germinal cells 
there will be developed the millions 
of other specialized cells which 
make up the human body, and in- 
cludéd among these specialized 
cells are again germ cells or sexual 
cells.

FO sae GLADYS T. LANG its 
known as one of St. Louis 
most charming hostesses.
